Roess Market did their 
share in moving the na¬ 
tion’s turkeys for t,he 
Thanksgiving holiday, as 
the last turkey was de¬ 
livered last Wednesday af¬ 
ternoon showing a total for 
the week of over 15,000 
pounds of choice meat go¬ 
ing to Sierra Madre tables. 

During ’Thanksgiving and 
Christmas, more turkeys 
leave the pen for the plat¬ 
ter than at any other time 
in the year. 

For the year 1967, Cali¬ 
fornians consumed more 
than 237 million pounds of 
turkey, 40 per cent of which 
reached their palates in No¬ 
vember and December, and 
this year it is estimated 
that this total will increase 
by 15 per cent. 

Per capita consumption of 
turkeys in California has 
been increasing over the 
years. In 1956, the average 
Californian ate 5.2 pounds 
of turkey per year. By 1966, 
he was consuming 7.8 
pounds annually, and in 
1967 it had reached 8.9 
pounds.

Immunizations 
Now Available 
At Night Clinic 

Immunizations aga i ,n s t 
diphtheria, tetanus, whoop¬ 
ing cough, polio, measles 
and smallpox will be given 
by the Monrovia District, 
County of Los An g e 1 e s 
Health Department, at a 
special night clinic an 
Thursday, December 5, at 
Franklin' School, 527 Ven¬ 
tura St., Altadena. 

Held from 6 to 8 p.m., the 
clinic is for the convenience 
of those persons who do not 
have a private physician or 
who cannot attend regular 
daytime clinics. All 1 m - 
munizatians are free for 
children up to six years of 
age. For those six and over 
there will be a charge of 
one dollar for polio and two 
dollars for measles immuni¬ 
zations. 

Dr. C. C. Burski, District 
Health Officer, stresses that 
State Law now requires 
polio and measles immuni¬ 
zations for school admis¬ 
sion and urges that parents 
of children who have not 
been immunized against 
these serious diseases take 
advantage of this oppor¬ 
tunity. 

Minors must be accom¬ 
panied -by their parent or 
legal guardian. It is also 
suggested that records of 
previous imnxuniza t i o n s 
would be helpful in deter¬ 
mining which immuniz a - 
tians are needed.
